Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  George  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Kettering  Rural  District  for  the  year  1957. 

This  report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1/58,  dated  13th  January,  1958.  The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year 
under  review  are  as  follows  ; for  comparison  the  1956  figures  are  included  in 
brackets  : — 

The  Population  (Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate)  is  12,020 
(12,020)  and  the  Vital  Statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure.  The 
Birth  Rate  was  14.14  (14.56)  but  there  was  an  actual  decrease  in  live  births  by 
5.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  9.82  (11.98)  showed  a decrease  on  last  year’s  figure 
by  26  deaths,  due  mainly  to  a decrease  in  deaths  from  Heart  Failure.  The  In- 
fant Mortality  was  17.65  (17.14)  which  shows  that  there  were  3 deaths  under 
1 year  of  age  out  of  170  live  births.  Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  under  the 
heading  of  Maternal  Mortality  which  is  highly  commendable. 

Section  F deals  with  the  prevalence  of  and  control  over  Infectious 
Diseases.  There  were  232  cases  notified  as  compared  with  134  cases  in  1956, 
this  increase  was  mainly  due  to  an  increase  in  Measles  and  Food  Poisoning. 
The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  decreased  from  23  cases  in 
1956  to  6 cases  in  1957. 

Page  21  gives  a Summary  of  the  First  Mass  Radiography  Survey  held  in 
the  Rural  District.  In  this  Survey  1,136  persons  were  X-rayed  resulting  from 
which  2 Active  Cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  requiring  immediate  treat- 
ment, were  found.  Once  again  I would  like  to  stress  the  value  of  Mass  Radio- 
graphy in  controlling  Tuberculosis. 

Sections  C,  D and  E of  the  Report  have  been  submitted  by  your  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor.  Section  C deals  with  the  Sanitary  Circum- 
stances of  the  Area  ; since  1950,  nine  Sewerage  Schemes  have  been  completed 
this  is  in  keeping  with  the  Council’s  policy  of  eventually  providing  main  drain- 
age schemes  for  all  the  Parishes  in  the  District. 

Section  D gives  an  account  of  the  housing  progress  and  building  prog- 
ramme. The  clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  is  now  the  main 
concern  of  the  Council’s  housing  programme  and  21  houses  were  dealt  with  in 
1957.  During  the  year  89  Improvement  Grants  were  approved  by  the  Council 
amounting  to  a total  of  £23,565. 

Section  E deals  with  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Rural  Council  for  their  help  and  encouragement  and  Mr.  Starmer  for  inform- 
ation supplied  for  this  report  and  for  his  ever  ready  assistance  throughout  the 
year.  I should  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Crick  and  staff  for  assistance  on  many 
matters  throughout  the  year.  Finally,  I appreciate  very  much  the  assistance 
received  from  Miss  Langley  in  compiling  this  report.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. — The  County  Council  is  responsible  for 
the  Home  Nursing  Service. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. — A County  Council  Welfare 
Clinic  is  held  monthly  in  the  following  parishes.  A Medical  Officer  attends 
each  session  : — 

Broughton— -3rd  Monday. 

Geddington — 1st  Tuesday. 

Gretton — 4th  Friday. 

Weldon — 2nd  Monday. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  is  carried  out  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948,  Section  47. — This  Act  gives  Local 
Authorities  powers  to  enable  them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  the  certain  cases 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for 
themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  No  formal  action  was 
taken  under  this  Section  of  this  Act  during  the  year.  A number  of  old  folk 
living  on  their  own  were  visited  during  the  year  and  helped  in  many  ways.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply. — The  whole  area  of  the  Rural  District  is  now  supplied 
with  mains  water  supplies  by  the  Mid-Northants  Water  Board  with  the 
exception  of  one  village  only,  Great  Oakley,  which  is  supplied  by  a Private 
Estate  supply.  The  Water  Board  had  completed  the  programme  of  laying 
mains  throughout  the  district  in  the  previous  year  and  during  1957  the  connec- 
tion of  private  properties  to  the  mains  supplies  has  proceeded  satisfactorily. 

The  Water  Board  carry  out  regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  sampling 
of  the  water  supplies  under  their  control  both  in  the  raw  and  treated  states.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  following  table  shows  the  position  in 
certain  villages  regarding  new  and  proposed  schemes  of  Sewerage.  During  the 
year  the  new  Sewerage  Scheme  at  Loddington  was  completed  except  for  a 
small  part  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  remaining  to  be  relaid.  The  new  scheme 
at  Cransley  was  commenced  and  progressed  satisfactorily  although  delayed  by 
adverse  weather  conditions. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  press  for  further  schemes  to  be  put  in  hand 
in  pursuing  their  policy  of  providing  all  the  villages  in  their  area  with  main 
drainage  schemes,  and  at  present  are  awaiting  Ministerial  approval  to  two 
further  proposed  new  schemes  at  Cranford  and  Stanion.

The  various  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district  have  functioned  satis- 
factorily throughout  the  year.  In  two  cases  however  some  difficulties  are  being 
experienced  in  dealing  with  sewage  which  contains  a high  concentration  of 
farm  effluents  and  certain  methods  are  being  tested  to  endeavour  to  improve 
the  standard  of  effluent  from  the  works  affected. 

The  ultimate  disposal  of  sludge  collecting  at  the  different  sewage  disposal 
works  continues  to  be  a problem,  and  despite  the  fact  that  a recent  chemical 
test  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  sludge  from  several  different 
works  in  the  area  proved  it  to  be  of  good  manurial  value,  there  is  some  local 
prejudice  against  using  it  on  the  land  as  manure. 

The  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  in  the  district  are  emptied  by  a cesspool 
emptying  vehicle  provided  by  the  Council  and  for  the  services  of  which  a small 
nominal  charge  is  made. 

Household  Refuse  and  Night  Soil  Collection. — The  present  system  of 
house  refuse  collection  operating  throughout  the  thirty  parishes  in  die  district 
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continued  satisfactorily.  This  collection  which  is  made  by  two  teams  of  three 
men  using  covered  refuse  vehicles  runs  a fortnightly  schedule  of  collection.  All 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  into  disused  quarries  in  the  area,  all  of  which 
are  located  in  situations  remote  from  villages.  All  the  refuse  tips  are  kept  under 
strict  surveillance  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  and  regular  treatments 
are  given  to  exterminate  any  vermin  on  the  tips.  In  addition,  insecticidal  sprays 
are  used  to  limit  any  insect  inf  estations  which  may  arise. 

The  Council  have  considered  on  several  occasions  in  the  past  the  advis- 
ability of  increasing  the  collections  of  refuse  to  a weekly  collection  instead 
of  a fortnightly  one,  but  whilst  it  is  readily  agreed  that  a weekly  collection 
would  be  benefical  in  some  respects,  the  considerable  increased  cost  which 
would  be  entailed  is  not  justified  at  the  present  time. 

In  the  smaller  villages  which  have  not  yet  been  provided  with  main 
sewerage  schemes,  a number  of  pail  closets  are  in  use.  The  Council  have 
continued  the  collection  of  night  soil  from  all  such  premises,  and  this  work  is 
carried  out  by  a contractor,  the  collecion  being  made  once  per  week.  Disposal 
of  the  night  soil  is  by  tipping  into  the  main  outfall  sewer  of  the  Borough  of 
Kettering  at  a suitable  point  outside  the  precincts  of  the  town. 

At  the  present  time  (end  of  1957)  the  number  of  pail  closets  in  the  district 
is  554  a number  which  diminishes  from  year  to  year  as  properties  throughout 
the  district  are  connected  to  new  sewerage  schemes  and  the  pails  are  replaced 
by  modern  sanitation. 

Rodent  Control. — This  work  is  carried  out  by  a full-time  Rodent 
Operator  employed  by  the  Council,  and  consists  of  investigating  all  complaints 
of  rat  and  mice  infestations  and  the  carrying  out  of  all  subsequent  treatments. 
Routine  treatments  against  rat  infestations  are  also  carried  out  at  all  sewage 
disposal  works,  sewers  and  refuse  tips  in  the  district. 

The  following  table  gives  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Operator  during  the  year,  and  the  figures  indicate  that  the  general  position 
throughout  the  disrict  is  still  very  satisfactory.

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SECTION  D 


HOUSING 

The  year  1957  saw  the  virtual  end  of  the  Council’s  building  programme 
of  houses  for  ordinary  needs.  This  state  of  affairs  was  brought  about  by  several 
factors,  the  most  important  of  which  were  undoubtedly  the  adverse  financial 
position  prevailing  through  the  year  coupled  with  the  increasing  cost  of  build- 
ing. As  a result  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  turned  its  attention  to  the 
dealing  with  unfit  houses  throughout  the  district. 

Two  bungalows  at  Thorpe  Malsor  were  the  only  dwellings  completed 
during  1957  and  no  further  building  was  commenced.  The  following  table 
gives  a summary  of  the  numbers  of  houses  etc.  in  the  various  villages  built 
by  the  Council.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  Council  houses  existing  in  the 
various  villages  is  now  283  pre-war  houses  and  685  post-war  houses  (this 
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latter  figure  includes  2 bungalows  at  Loddington  and  2 at  Thorpe  Malsor). 
During  the  year  19  private  dwellings  were  completed  and  a further  15  were 
in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  rehousing  of  the  last  remaining  family  from  the  converted  huts  on 
the  Grafton  Underwood  Aerodrome  took  place  in  1957  with  the  result  the 
whole  camp  was  cleared  of  the  converted  huts. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT  1954 

Slum  Clearance. — The  problem  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  in  the 
district  was  given  full  consideration  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  a 
commencement  was  made  on  a programme  of  providing  houses  and  bunga- 
lows to  replace  houses  which  are  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
In  this  connection  it  has  become  apparent  owing  to  a predominance  of  old 
persons  living  in  the  unfit  houses  that  a small  bungalow  which  could  be  let  at 
a low  rent  would  be  necessary  to  enable  such  cases  to  be  rehoused,  and  the 
Council  have  decided  to  build  further  bungalows  on  the  same  plan  as  the 
prototypes  built  last  year  at  Loddington  and  which  proved  to  be  very  accept- 
able to  the  tenants.  As  a first  stage  6 bungalows  at  Pytchley  and  10  at  Brough- 
ton were  allocated  and  approved  by  the  Ministry,  but  building  had  not 
commenced  on  these  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  a further  means  of  more  quickly  rehousing  families  from  unfit  houses 
the  Council  decided  to  give  prior  consideration  to  families  living  in  such 
houses  whenever  any  existing  houses  were  vacated,  and  a number  of  cases 
were  dealt  with  in  this  way  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  Section  3(c),  that  21  houses  were 
dealt  with  under  the  Slum  Clearance  provisions  during  the  year.

Improvement  Grants. — The  re-conditioning  and  improvement  of  sub- 
standard houses,  by  the  giving  of  Improvement  Grants  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954  was  encouraged  by  the  Council. 
Under  this  scheme,  the  Council  is  empowered  to  make  a grant  not  exceeding 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  improvements  to  owners  carrying  out  schemes 
of  improvement  to  houses  which  can  be  brought  up  to  the  requisite  standards 
laid  down  by  the  Act. 

During  the  year  89  such  applications  were  approved  by  the  Council  and 
grants  amounting  to  a total  of  £23,565  were  sanctioned.

All  meat  that  is  found  to  be  diseased  and  condemned,  is  suitably  stained 
to  prevent  it  being  sold  for  human  consumption  and  all  such  diseased  meat 
is  subsequently  collected  for  rendering  down  for  industrial  purposes. 

During  the  year  20  persons  were  licensed  by  the  Council  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations, 
1954  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  animals.  Throughout  the  year  regular 
visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  six  butchers’  shops  in  the  district  and 
it  was  found  that  they  were  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Registration  of  Food  Preparing  Premises. — The  food  preparing  premises 
requiring  registration  by  the  terms  of  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
1938,  continued  to  be  registered  throughout  the  year,  and  in  all  cases  were  for 
the  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice  cream.  The  premises  involved  were  visited 
frequently  in  order  to  ensure  that  conditions  conformed  with  the  Regulations.

— There  is  only  one  Fried  Fish  Shop  remaining  in  the 
district  at  Broughton.  In  this  case  the  owner  is  shortly  to  commence  a scheme 
of  improvement  to  the  premises  which  will  result  in  a much  enhanced  standard 
of  food  preparation.  The  other  Fried  Fish  Shop  which  was  in  use  at  the 
beginning  of  1957  was  closed  during  the  year.

Infectious  Diseases. — There  were  232  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  134  last  year. 

Diphtheria. — No  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  The  last  notified  case 
of  this  disease  was  in  1945,  and  the  last  death  was  in  1943.  This  clearly  points 
out  the  value  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  but  it  must  be  emphasised  that 
Immunisation  must  be  continuously  practised  to  keep  this  dangerous  infection 
at  bay.

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  number  of  primary  Vaccinations 
carried  out  during  1957  showed  an  increase  on  the  figures  for  1956.  Every 
effort  should  be  made  to  have  as  many  infants  as  possible  vaccinated  and  the 
third  month  of  life  is  the  best  time  for  Primary  Vaccination. 

International  Vaccination. — The  International  forms  for  Smallpox  and 
Cholera  (for  completion  by  the  doctor)  must  be  obtained  by  the  traveller 
himself  and  taken  to  the  doctor  : it  is  NOT  for  the  doctor,  or  a Local  Au- 
thority or  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  supply  them.  The  forms  can 
usually  be  obtained  by  the  traveller  (free)  from  the  Company  arranging  his 
transport — otherwise  he  can  get  them  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Savile 
Row,  London,  W.l.  Special  attention  is  drawn  to  the  no.e  on  these  forms 
concerning  their  being  stamped  with  an  approved  stamp  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  after  vaccination. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
immunisation  and  vaccination  figures  shown  in  this  section. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. — The 

regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tubercul- 
osis to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken  during  1957. 

During  the  year  10  cases  of  Respiratory  and  1 case  of  Non-Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  of  these  4 cases  were  Inward  Transfers.  (An 
Inward  T ransfer  is  a person  already  suffering  from  T uberculosis  who  has  come 
to  live  in  the  Rural  District). 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  1957.  2 cases  of  Respiratory 
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Tuberculosis  were  removed  from  the  Register  as  cured  and  4 cases  of 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  removed  from  the  Rural  District. 

The  number  of  cases  in  the  Register  at  the  end  of  1957  was  as  follows  :
